Tliii 
question is rather moro interesting 
than the ordinary newspaper conun- 
drum becauM it is one which almost 
any person has at some time put to 
himself. 
The problem's solution i 


simple. It is true that if a person wt-r« 
to move over all the ground required 
in a second he would encounter all the 
rain falling in hia way between tho 
!>ointi, but he would encounter only 
what fell in that particular second. To 
illustrate practicallv; If a man were 
to dash across the street in half a 
minute during a smart rain he would get 
only well sprinkled; let him take half 
an hour to cross the street and he
